Tbe approval by tbe Town Council oo 
Monday evening (tbe 3d lost.) of the tax 
duplioate turned lo by tbe Board of 
Aaeeaeora for tbe ourreot year without 
examination wae so Injustice to tbe 
board. It wee widely known, both by 
publication of tbe feet and from expres¬ 
sion* of opinion by some members of 
the, Council, that approval of tbe tax 
duplioate wee bold up for purposes of 
Investigation, aod tbe members of the 
board were present at several meetings 
of tbe OouoeU tor tbe express purpose 
of giving any Information that might be 
desired lo tbe course of tbe proposed 
Inquiry Into aod Investigation of tbe 
duplicate.
